Reform. 

If it were within the power of the 
people of this Colony to elect their 
Governor every three year*, is it at 
all probable that they would succeed 
in obtaining perfection ? Would they 
aim at it? or would they deem it im* 
possible to arrive at so desirable an 
end, and content themselves wich 
something below mediocrity, this is 
scarcely probable ; and yot wo are 
well awaro that the best men have 
not alwnys beon elected to nigh offices 
in those countries whore tho elective 
system has prevailod. Acoustoraed 
as we aro to a very different system, it 
seems foreign to our naturo to pursuo 
the course which our neighbors in the 
States have adopted with regard to 
their e.tocutivo offioers, and yet there 
would probably not be any material 
difference in tho character of tho men 
that wo should fir.d appointed tc 
govern Colonies and Dependencies of 
England, if tho modo of appointment 
were changed. We should have, tuen 
as now, men whoso i rofossions at 
starting were loud, and whose pro- 
mises wore largo, but whose deeds and 
actions would bo as weak and trifling 
as are those of the Executive under 
existing circumstances. It is quite 
possible that a new class of men 
might be brought to the surface, if 
evory candidate for a Governorship 
had to run the gauntlet of popular 
election, cortain it is that thoso who 
cannot exert themselves to trans- 
act any kind of business, would have 
to retire into private life, tho publio 
servioe would survive tho Iopr, and 
■would thrive just as well under the 
auipices of a different class, who 
■would bo compelled to show more 
activity, but the principal difficulty 
■would be fouid to be the seloction ol 
candidates, and the bringing tbom and 
their intended constituencies into a 
position in which they could become 
sufficiently acquainted for tho purpose 
of eleotion. Manifestly Borne qualifi- 
cation would be nccessarv for a candi- 
date to so high an office, we will sup- 
pose for example, that it might be a 
certain number of years service in the 
Colonial Office— a sp'endid apprentice- 

ship why rather than run the risk ot 

suffering the infliction of one who 
might bo inexperienced as well as in- 
capable, and who, as a sort of counter, 
poiee to want of energy and inaptL 
tude for business, might have the as- 
surance of self-rtlianco, without the 
ballast of integrity and independence 
of character, the inhabitants of a 
country would choose one whose 
weaknesses and shortcomings were 
familiar to them, and to whose incapa- 
city they were accostomed. It would 
bo no wonderful matter if the people 
of this Colony were called upon to 
choose betweenjbe present Governor 
and an nnknc wTgentleman iresU ironi 
Downing street, that they should 
select Mr. Seymour. Tho English 
nation do not like change, and we 
wbohavo so far shaken off this nation- 
al feelirg, as to havo settled down on 
the Pacifio Coast havo not forgotten 
old trcditions, and wore the opportu- 
nity offered, rather than tlo any risk ol 
going from bad tc> worse, the majoi ity 
would be content with the evil with 
•which uso has made us familiur. It is 
perhaps then fortunate tb.it such ap- 
pointments aro left in the hands of 
those who aie to a certain extent 
responsible for their actions. The 
national will and tbo course of events 
causo changes, to occur in tho policy of 
tho Colonial Office, and there is always 
hope that eomo Secretary of State, 
moro gifted man ordinary, may recog- 
nize thooxpedioncy of bestowing some 
civilized form of Government upon 
this Cdony ; under which tho Govern 
nor will either be relieved of some 
responsibility, or oompellod to attend 
to the publio busiueBs. Wo do not 
grudgo to tho Governor of this Colony 
ample time for relaxation, and for the 
rational enjoymonia of private life, 
nor do we hold to tho necessity of 
keeping Heads ot Departments and 
other officials, rigidly to fixed hours, 
when thero is positively no work to do, 
but it bocomes a very different mattor 
•when wo dtsiro to consider how far it 
is noresBaiy or dosirablo to keep up 
tbo present expensive system ; wo can- 
not avoid noticing when contemplat- 
ing tho posbibility of somo improve- 
ment iu tho admiuistrution ot publio 
affairs, how very easily tho highest 
officials aro able to dispense with all 
pretonoe of its being nooessary for 
them to give their time or attontiou 
to publio business. It is the looso and 
careless way in which all things, which 



ought to be undor tho immediate 
supervision of Govornmont, are dono, 
and tho want of energy amongst tho 
Executive, that, beyond all else, leudu 
tho pooplo of tho Colony, who aro 
obliged to thiuk and to work for thoir 
living, to dosiro roform and retrench- 
ment. 



Letter F rom'- Sirins" 

Victoria, Oct., 16, 1868. 

Editor Colonist, — I addreeB you as Mr 
Editor although I well lsoow that you only 
occupy the editorial columns by sufferance. 
Bluster and abuse may become you, but de- 
pend upon it it will neither disturb me nor 
delude the public. 

Id your article ol October 5lb you stated, 
that in lh« event of this Colony confederat- 
ing with the Dominion, that Canada would 
Rive this Colony a fixed subsidy of 8142 QUO. 
1 elated then my opinion that this sum of 
money would come ont of the revenues do- 
rived by her from this Colony, and therefore 
that she would ouly bn giving back again to 
ui some of tho money she derived lrom this 
Colony. 

In place of proving this not to be the 
fact, ym attempted to . bIiow (Oct 8th) by 
constructive figures that if tbis Colony joined 
herself to Canada, that tbis Colony would 
oost Canada S'257,405 per annom 1 thus in- 
lending the public to be deluded into the 
idea that lhia Colony would gain $257,405 
a year. I endeavored to sbow that your 
figures were lncorreot, and that so far from 
Canada losing 8257,405 per annum, she 
would, had Conlederation taken place this 
year, only have lost $35 57G, but it it took 
placo next year (18C9), uho would probably

would have §36 000 leaa exponse to bear on 
account of ono of our loans then expiring. 
1 gave reasons too for not admitting the los* 
which you claimed by substitution of 
tariff, and Bbewed dial such loss (it any did 
occur) and others, could not be considered 
caah gaiued to the Government of this 
Colony. In this way I tried to show that 
ihe 8142 000 given annually to this Colony 
would only be our own money returned, but 
also iurmised that if this Colony remained 
separate she would be ablo to do for herself 
by similar means, all that Canada was 
asked. to do, and further that wo should re- 
tain in our hand* the power of regulating 
oar o wn tariff 10 suit the interests of the 
Colony and other matters of ihe utmost im- 
portance, instead of being reduced to a mere 
municipality, our central power taken away 
and oar interests placed at the mercy of the 
Government at Ottawa, who could exercise a 
more despotic power than now exists, and 
we have no remedy. I admit I nliered your 
figures, I stated so at the time ; but of that 
presently. I will now take tho last part ol 
your leader of yesterday first, it is as iollows . 
We will admit, however, in order to see its 
bearing on Confederation, that in 15 years 
our public debt will be paid off. Let ut 
now suppose that we shall 'be admitted into 
the Dominion inl8G9,and let ns ask whether 
Canada would be out of debt on our aceono' 
in 15 yours 1 The CanadiaD deficit of S138,- 
268 lonnded on ' Siriua" own showing 
would in 15 years bring Canada into debt 
12,074 020 for British Columbia. Again, if 
wo admit, for argument sake, that the in- 
terest and sinking fuud on our Public Debt 
will be reduced iu three years to 584,000, 
then the Dominion would save annually 
S66.037. At the end of 12 years (ihe bal- 
ance of the 15 years) the total deficit of Can- 
ada for that period for lhia Colony would 
consequently be 82,296,410 without includ 
ing intertst. If to the latter deficit $2 296.- 
416 we add the deficit incurred by Canada 
during the fi rot three years of the fifteen, 
which is $772,215 the total deficit of Can- 
ada would be £3 018.631 without interest.
